Your reports indicate that Joseph Frank Gurera arrived 
in Milwaukee from the Kansas City area early in 1962. He

Balestrere and Milwaukee muscle man, Steve DeSalvo, in shaking 
down Milwaukee gamblers and tavern owners and collecting 
periodic tribute payments.

in order to demonstrate that they had no reluctance in resorting

Urine specimens are of no value to the Laboratory 
in connection with this case. 


During the course of your inquiries in the Biernat 
case, you should be alert for the following items which could be 
very pertinent in the solution of this case: 


1l. An examination of the clay markings submitted 
indicates that the shovel used by unknown subjects in digging 
the shallow grave which contained Biernat's body contains 
distinctive markings and characteristics that could, in all 
probability, be positively identified. 


2. Examination reveals that the soil located in the 
vicinity of the grave site contains sufficient characteristics 
and minerals to render it somewhat unique. Therefore, particles 
of material found in the clothing of suspects should be carefully 
preserved and submitted to the Laboratory for comparison. 


3, Victim's blood, Type AB or Tyge B with a weak A 
factor, is an unusual and rare type blood. It appears that any 
clothing worn by the perpetrators at the time of the attack on 
Biernat would undoubtedly contain particles of splattered blood 
in view of the nature of the attack on the victim. Therefore, 
any suspect clothing should be submitted to the Laboratory for 
microscopic blood testing.

4, Suspect shoes should be submitted for a 
comparative examination since several shoe prints suitable 
for comparison were found on items located at the grave site. 


5. Determined efforts should be made in an effort 
to locate the car used to transport the victim away from the 
original scene of attack. If located, this car should be 
meticulously searched for latent fingerprints, blood spots and 
other evidentiary items. 


It is noted that during interview of suspect Principe, 
he refused to furnish palm prints and hair sampies. if your 
investigation indicates that both of these items are of sig- 
nificant value, then further efforts should be made to obtain 
them.
